The Poor. 
a 


| What shall bedone for the poor? is a 
question often asked and one which 
should receive our most careful atteh- 
tion. One of the chief beauties of chris- 
tianity is that it destroys all the selfishness 
which is inherent in buman nature, and 
makes the happiness of others a source 
of pleasure to us. The man who looks 
0a the world as the work of chance and 
considers the beings who people it as 
creatures of accident with whom he has 
nothing to do, can be content when he 
sits by hiswarm fire and has around 
him an abundance of this world’s goods. 
He has reached the acme of bis aspira- 
tions. Hehas wealth and plenty and if 
othershave not, what does it signify to 
him? 

But the christian takes no such view of 
the case. His creed teaches bim that al! 
are brothers, having one common Fa: her 
and Savior. The veryjcorner-stone of his 
faith is ‘‘Love thy neighbor as thy self.” 
His heart takes in the whole world. 
Wherever there is suffering he pities the 
sufferer. He cannot have an abundance 
and seeing his neighbor in want refuse to 
relieve *him. He cannot sit down in 
luxury and be happy, while the wail of 
orphans falls upon his ear. He cannot 
be content while he sees gaunt hunger 
standing at another's dvor, and poverty 
shivering in the cold wind. 

; By the very instincts of his purified 
nature he is moved to adopt means for 
the relief of the suffering. From these 
noble impul-es have spruug nearly all tLe 
agencies ever employed to relieve the 
poor and ameliorate the condition of the 
race. Influenced by this sublime feeling 
men have absolutely forgoiten themselves 
and given their whole lives to do good 
for others. Many men have fully realized 
and illustrated the beautiful truth that 
it is more blessed to give than to receive. 

It is with great pleasure that we notiec 
@ general inclination all over the country 
to provide for the destitute. In many 
of the principal cities regular organiza- 
tions to effect this purpose have been 
formed. Last winter soup houses were 
thrown open to the paupers of New 
York, and no one can measure the mis ry 
they relieved. Arrangements are now 
being made for the better care of tre 
poor in that city during the present win- 
ter. In other cities a like movement is 
on foot. 
MOur own citty though not so large as 
most of those in which action has been 
taken on this subject, has a benevolent 
society, whose object is the prevention of 
suffering and the re’ief of poverty. This 
society is composed of a noble band of 
men and women who feel for the pauper 
and outcasts whom the world often num- 
bers among nuisances, These philun. 
thopists look beneath the 
rigs and wretchedness of the poor 
creatures whom they seek to benefit 
There is the human face divine. There is 
beauty beclouded by poverty. Theres 
intellect cramped by want. There are 
ambition and the noblest impulses of the 
soul almost obliterated by hunger and 
cold. Beneath all the rags there beats a 
human heart, which knows all the pas 
sions and has all the ezwotions that fill the 
breast of a king. 

Aside from the ccnsideration of duty, 
can there be anything nobler than to re 
lieve suffering and create happiness ? 
Every man who possesses an abundance 
of this world’s goods should remem'‘«r 
that starvation somctimes passes right by 
his door and his heart should be opened. 
Individual efforts to relieve misery do 
much, but this is no reason why 
associations to effect the same grand ob- 
ject should not be formed. Every re- 
source is needed. There isan ample field 
for the work of both individuals and as- 
sociations. There need be no fear of 
exhausting the objects of charity. The 
world has not come so near the millenni- 
um yet. 

To aid and support the society for the 
relief of the poor, which has been or- 
ganized in our city, is the du y of every 
man who pos.esses sdfficient means; and 
we are not required to be wealthy before 
we give. It is nobleto give from wealth 
and abundance, but how much nobler is 
it to give from hard-earned savings. The 
widow dropping her pvor little mite into 
the box at the Temple was a grander phi 
lanthropist than Howard or Peabody 
Penuriousness, to excuse its own degra- 
dation, has formed cunning arguments 
against this general relief of the poor. 
[t iscontend-d that it increases psu 
perism and attracts all the beggars in the 
land to these places of supply. The ar- 
gument is worthy of its stingy source. 
Statistics from cities in which the experi- 
ment of soup hou-es has been mide clear 
ly prove that pauperism is not at all in- 
creased by them. It is also proven that 
beggars do not collect at these places of 
supply. If they did it would only prove 
that the work of relief was only partial. 
Let every city and town and village 
adopt means to relieve the suffering poor 
and there will be none of this pretended 
flocking ‘to the places where charity 
makes itself public. As we stated be- 
fore, however, we need have no fear of 
any suchrushof beggars, even if the 
work of relief is only local. Statistics 
invariably show a dimjnution of pauper- 
ism wherever soup houses and = such 
benevolent institutions are established. 
Professional beggars do not want food, 
they wish to profit by asking alms. By 
destroying the necessity of giving them 
money, and providing the means for sup 
plying them with food—the thing they 
pretend to need—you effectually drive 
them away. Professional beggars do 
not flourish where benevolence provides 
for real need. These objections are 
urged by men who fear that they will be 
called upon to support the institutions 
they cry down. ; 

We hope to see our benevolent society 
flourish. For it to fail would be a dis- 
grace to our enterprising city. It will 
relieve misery and diminish suffering. 
Let our people aid it with their money 
and their prayers, to the end that the 
hunger may be fed and the poor clothe?,

| Virginia’s Debt.’ 


months reports, or rather rumors, have 
been received concerning a roving com- 
mission, appointed by the foreign hold- 


compromise and settlement in @ach of 
the non-interest paying states. The first 
ramors came from Kellog;'s satrapy, 
ind afterwrsds from the state that has 
just rejected Clayton and his myrmedi- 
ons. Virginia is the latest écene 
of a bondholders’ council; but 
in the latter case the mythical roving 
commission from the southwest was sup- 
planted by more substantial parties, 
The conference at Richmond was con- 
vened bythe authority of the general 
a'sembly. All thecreditors of the state, 
both home and foreign, were invited, and 
Governor Kemper and Treasurer Hunter 
represented the Old Dominion. 

The debt of Virginia isenormous, It is 
nearly five times as large as our own; and 
none of the questions that perplexed 
the people of Georgia have any pertinence 
in Virginia; for the debt of that state 
was lawfully created, and all, or nearly 
all of it, antedates the war. The only 
questions relate to the ability of the state 
tu pay the interest on her public debt, 
while maintaining her public schools and 
the machivery of government. Ter tax- 
able values and various industries are 
greatly reduced and! impoverished. To 
Whatextent, we do not officially know, 
as the conference was held with closed 
doors, and Gov. Kemper’s statistics and 
arguments heve not been given to the 
public. 

Various propositions were discussed. The 
English bond-holders, through Mr. Hugh 
McCulloch, late secretary of the United 
States treasury, favored a lenient policy. 
In the end a resolution was adopted ask- 
ing the state, by appropriate legislation, 
to secure the prompt payment hereafter 
of two per cent. semi-annually upon the 
present admitted debt; and that certifi- 
cates be issued for the balance of the in- 


state within ten years, to be funded into 
four per cent . bonds in the case of nop. 
payment, 

fhe resolutioa was unanimously 
adopted, in the belief that this arrange- 
ment will result in the retirement af 80 
per cent. of the tax, receivable coupons, 
leaving only the coupons from Virginia, 
h-ld bonds to come into the treasury 
through the tax collectors. This, how- 
ever, is'a roseate view of the snbject, 
the Richmond Enquirer regarding the 
meeting as a complete fiasco, and its con- 
clusions as nothingness. That jour- 
nal thinks there is no way left but an 
earnest effort “to pay what we owe.”

The Freedmen’s Bank in a Deplora- 
ble Condi.son— Meeting otJay 
Cooke’s Creditors.

WasuHiInaton,. November 14. —Leo- 
pold, one of the commissioners of the 
treedmen’s bank, has prepared, in antici- 
pation of being cailed upon by congress 
so to do, areport setting forth the actual 
condition of the fiuancial affairs of that 
institution. It may have been an over- 
sight on their part, but as the law now is, 
those in charge of the bank are not re- 
quired to make a reporttoany one. An- 
licipating such a case, however, the re- 
port hus been made, and covers upwards 
of 1,500 pages of manuscript, showing 
the avaijable assets and the liabilities of 
the bank, classifying its assets as good, 
bad, and absolutely worthless. 

It is intended to print the report after 
the session of conyress,$in pamphlet 
form, for the examination of those inter- 
ested. 

From the report it would appear that 
the bank isin a worse condition than has 
been anticipated. Up to date, the total 
amount of assets collected and in hand 1s 
but $70,000, which is scarcely 3 per cent. 
of its liabilities,

The Currency Question.

It needs no profound wisdom to see 
that a resumption of specific payment 
cannot be reached in this country by any 
direct method of forecasting and provia- 
ing for it by law. If congress, upon 
coming together, should enact that, by 
uny process whatever, the greenbacks 
will be redeemed in gold on the 4th of 
July next, all who can hold on to them 
would dv so, in anticipation of their in- 
ceused value. Everybody would be a 
selier and noonea buyer. A few weeks 
of this experience would tie up all .the 
floating Capital, the screws would tight- 
en upon borrowers everywhere, and long 
before the 4th of July was reached the 
outcry would beso yreat that the project 
would be abandoned, 

Bul suppose that congress enacts, that 
on the 4. of March the greenbacks shall 
no longer be a legal tender. Everybody 
would be a buyer. No one would care 
to hoard the money, and all kinds of 
produce, merchandise, real estate and 
Other securities would become imme- 
diately saleable. AJl classes of industries 
woulu be stimulated to fresh attivity. 
Up to and over the day when the cur. 
rency would lose its legal tender charac- 
ter there would be such a movement in 
the market, and a disposition to invest ip 
property of all kinds, that the change in 
the legal relations of this currency would 
fiardiy shock the prevalent prosperity.

INDIA COTTON. 
[It is known by ‘all persons 
who understand the cotton 


trade that what is called the Bombay 
cotton, is of much poorer quality than 
American.

The crop of India 
is planted about two months later than 
ours, and is only just now beginning to 
come into market freely. But enough of 
ithas been received to show that the 
quality is rot only better than usual, but 
the yield is likely to be the largest in sev- 
eral years. The crop is said to be two 
wecks earlier than last year 


TRADE, 


It is supposed by many persons, that 
the great change in the political pres- 
pects of the country will cause a sudden 
revival of the dry goods trade. We 
think that the general effect upon the 
business ofthe country, particularly at the 
south, willbe a healthy one; but we cun- 
not see how it will be a sudden and 
quick benefit. Will it put cash into the 
pockets of the poor? or will it improve 
the credit of those who are not able to 
pay their debts? 

We think not, andif it does not do 
one or both of these things, the changes 
of the dry goods trade from a dull and 
dragging one toa lively and active one 
will bea work of time. We, together 
with many others, hoped and believed 
that the effect of the cotton mills running 
short time would be to stop the decline 
in dry goods and allow the accumulation 
to be sold out. For about a month the 
effect was what we expected. But many 
styles of prints and bleached goods are 
again in sucb large stovks that a good 
business man, with the cash at his com- 
mand, can buy them at ten per cent. less 
than quoted prices. Lonsdale 4-4 sheet- 
ing is now 11% cents, and good styles of 
calico at 744 cents. These prices are as 
low as they were before the war when 
cotton was 10 cents a pound, three cents 
lower than it is now. : 


CREDIT. 
It is the want of confidence, usually 
styled credit, that is the cause of 


cotton and cotton goods being so low, 
and not becunse money is scarce, for 
there is as much of that as there ever 
has been since the war. We have not 
space to give our ideas on this subject 
this week, but will do so next. 


P ROSPECTA, 


It is not likeiy that there will be a se- 
rious fall in prices for sometime to come, 
neither can we see any reason for a rise. 
There must be some change in the situa 
tion before speculation will take hold of 
spot cotton enough to steady up prices, 
and until this is done, we can see no rea- 
son fora rise. We would advise all per. 
sons who are holding cotton, to sell now, 
without they expect to hold on for sev. 
eral months. Farmers, sell your cotton 
and save interest, loss in weight, and 
risk of loss by fire; it will not pay you 
to hold it, without you are able to hold 
on until next summer, 


It is said that the career of Brigham 
Young is rapidly drawing to a close. 
He is seventy-three years old and quite 
feeble, and any sudden shock is likely to 
deprive Mormonism of its chief. Of late 
he has taken much comfort in the appa- 
rent acientific confirmation of a trouble- 
some statement in the Book of Mormon. 
That work mentions the existence of hor- 
ses on the American continent, while it 
has generally been believed that they did 
not exist here until introduced by the 
Spaniard. The fossil remains of an api- 
mal resembling the horse were dug up 
some time since by Prof. Whittier. This 
circumstance greatly pleased the Mormon 
prophet. But unfortunately for his the. 
ory itso happens that the so-called horse 
had hoofs like a swine, cloven and with 
rudimentary toes on the sides. The pro- 
fessor, on being reminded by a friend of 
this difference, explained it Darwinically 
by saying that in the early ages our con- 
tinent wus soft and marshy. When it 
grew harder the toes were no longer 
needed, and so they disappeared—and so 
does the Mormon theory of pre-historic 
horses. —St. Louis Zimes.

FIVE MONTHS IN A CANOE.

From Philadelphia to Key West in 
a Paper Canoe—The Solitary 
Voyager and His Craft—Qb- 
ject of the Undertaking— 
The Exploration of the 
Interior Water-

PartaDeELtPaia, November 9.—This 
morning at 6 o'clock a paper canoe put 
from one of the wharves on tbe *Dela- 
ware, and went off down the river at a 
rapid rate, propelled by a double bladed 
paddie in the hunds vf its single occu- 
paot. The voyager was Nathaniel H. 
Bishop, of Maunulawken, N. J., author 
of “A Thousand Miles’ Walk Across 
South America.” His destination was 
the Gulf of Mexico. The object of his 
singular uoderiukiog was not to gain no- 
toricty Or wip the upplause of sporting 
circles, but to afford an opportuuity tor 
a caretul, scientific vbservation of the 
system of inlets, sounds, rivers and bays 
that lie along the Atlantic coast, and 
furm almost a copntinuvus land-locked 
water-course from Suudy Hook to the 
suuthern part of Fivurida, broken in 
sume places by long roaches of the sea 
island, like the Chespeake, and others by 
jutting headland. Mr. Bishop seasoned 
himself for his fatiguing task by a pull in 
an open buat last summer from Quebec 
to Puiladelphia. He left Quebee in June 
in a cedar buat large enough to hold two 
men. He bad with him a barnegat boat- 
man as ussistupt. ‘he tworowed up the 
St. Lawrence 145 miles to the mouth of 
the Richelieu or Lord River, up that 
stream to Luke Champlain, and from the 
lake reached Albany by way of the canal, 
travelling in all 421 miles. Mr. Bishop 
concluded that the help of his assistant 
did not compensate .or his weight and 
that of Lis blankets and provisions, and 
that more rapid progress could be made 
without him. lt was then August, and 
he decided not to continue the voyage 
until the frost had killed the malaria 
along the Coast. in the =mean time he 
had a paper canoe constructed by E. 
Waters & Son of ‘Troy, N. Y., in which 
to prosecute the Mure adventurous part 
vf his novel undertaking. ‘This canoe is 
of what is known as the nautilus model, 
designed by the Rev. Baden Powell ot 
England, and isan improvement on the 
well-known Rob Roy type. ‘The body is 
made of linen paper about one-Sixth of 
an inch thick, muided while soft upon 
a solid wud torm, and afterward hiztily 
pulished and varnished, ‘This material 
is light, tough, and water-tight. 
Inside of the shell is a 
light framework to which the seat is at- 
tached. ‘Lhe dimensiuns of the canoe 
ure; length, 14 feet; width, 28 inches; 
depth amidships, 844 inches; lergth at 
stern trom a. horizuutal line, 20 inches; 
ut bow, 23 inches. It is nut decked over 
like an ordinary canoe, bu tis fitted witha 
canvass cuver buttoned to the sides, 
which keeps the waicr out when a rough 
sea is running and serves usa shelter to 
the sleeping occupant at night. The 
weight of the craft and its equipment is 
as tullows: Cunoe, 68 pounds; oue puir 
of ours for use in still water, seven leel 
eight inches long, 64g pouuds; ove pad- 
die with double blade, 24g pounds; must, 
sprit’ and hoom, six puuuds; t tal, 73 
pounds. For cooking, Mr. Bishop car- 
ries a stove tuat Cun be packed in about 
the space occupied by a pack otf cards, a 
small coffee-pot and atin pan. His larder 
consists of coudeused provisions; lis bed 
is his boat, and his bedding a pair ot 
blankets. He carries only the suit of 
clothes which he wears. In this canoe 
Mr. Bishop left Albany about a tortuight 
since, and rowed aud paddied to Puila- 
deiphia by way of the Hudson river, tue 
Kiil von Kull strait, the Raritan river, 
t ecanxsl trum New-Brunswick to Bor- 
dentuwn, and the Delaware from the 
latter puint to this city. The distance is 
30U miles, and he accomplished it in 74 
hous of actual rowing tine. 

Mr. Bishop’s plan tor his long voyage 
from here tu the Gulf is carefully made, 
and he hus studied his course in advance 
by the aid of the cvast survey maps. He 
will first go down the Delaware river 
aud bay to Lewes, where he will haul 
his canvue five miles overland to Rehoboth 
sound. At the end of this sound he will 
haul over four Miles to the Indian river, 
which will take him into the Chinco- 
teugue system of wate? courses, which 
he wiil fuliow to Cape Charles, Crossing 
the mouth of the Chesapeake he will en- 
ter Hampton Rouds, paddie up to Nor. 
folk, and by way of the Albemarle and 
Currituck canal, rca hin succession Cur- 
rituck, Albemarle, Pamlico, Core, Stump 
and Bogue sounds, which wii] bring him 
tv Topsuil Inlet, near Cape Fear, N. C. 
Here, according to the coust survey maps, 
he must take to the open sea for 40 miles 
to reach Simithville, at the mouth of the 
Cape Fear river. He hopes, however, 
to be able to work his cahoe through 
ditches part ofthe way. From Smith- 
ville to Georgetown, d. C., 86 miles, he 
will certainly have to trust his pape 
buat to the ocean. He expects to creep 
ulong thecoast when the wind is off 
shore, and take the land whenever it 
bluws frum seaward. All the way from 
Georgetown tothe St. Jobns River in 
Florida he will tind land-locked waters 
behind the seaislunds. Rowing up the 
St. Jouns240 miles to Salt Lake, near 
the Everglades, he will make a portage 
of seven miles to reach the lndianrivar,a 
salt water bayou extending slong the 
eastern coast of Floridu, and separated 
frum the Ocean by a narrow sirip ot 
yeach.

tween the steamers Falcon and Louisiana 
on the Chesupeuke bay last night. Capt. 
Mayo, of Louisiana, left Norfolk at 7:30 
last night, touched at Old Point Comfort 
and tuok in 
the bay. It wasa beautiful starlight 
night and a strong breeze from the north. 
I retired at 11 o'clock Pp. M. everything 
was q ietand still. At1:25 4. M. at this 
hour I was awoke by hearing my whistle 
blown once. immediately rose, 
ran into the pilot-house and _ in- 
stantly heard a steamer blow two whus- 
tles close aboard. 1 looked out of the 
port window of the pilot house and saw 
all the lights of the steamer steering 
square for us. I gave orders to hard a- 
port, and was told by wheelsman it was 
ulready hard a-port. Then in hopes of 
steering her stern off, 1 gave orders to 
tard a-starboard, but in five seconds, be- 
fore this order could be executed, we 
were struck amidship, the colliding stea- 
mer going into our port paddle box and 
smashing a large hole in the port 
side, from which the Louisiana filled up 
rapidly. Donkey engines were put to 
work at full capacity, but without effect. 
We endeavored tu work the main engine 
but found it had been so jammed that 
it was ne - age to get it to pass the 
centre. e were thus rendered help- 
less, and called the crew to quarters; 
we cleared away the bouts and begun 
lowering them to take off passengers. 
At this time the Louisiana had between 
six and reven feet of water in the hold. 
We hailed the colliding steamer, which 
proved to be the Falcon, and requested 
her to remain by us. The Falcon imme- 
diately came alongside, and all the pus- 
sengers and bagyage was transferred. 
The hauser was then passed to the Fal- 
con, that she mightgow us to shoal wa- 
ter. We went down (to ex- 
amine the leak and found water 
gaining rapidly with eight to nine feet 
in the hold and we concluded that we 
could not be towed more than a half a 
miie before sinking. We endeavored 
then to save as much as possible of the 
furniture of the main saloon, which we 
did by working all bands. Shortly af- 
terwards the huuser parted and Louis- 
iana when down by the head in forty-two 
feet water. At the time of the collision, 
Louisiana was steaming fourteen miles 
an hour and the Falcon nine to ten. 
As stated in the previous dispatch all the 
passengers, mail, express and baggage 
vas saved. Among the passengers were 
three ladieseand Commodore Patterson, 
Commodore Gosby, Captain J. B. Creigh- 
ton, Captain W. G. Temple, Captain H. 
C. Biack, Captain A. W. John. 
son, Lieutenant? W. H. Emory, 
U. 8S. navy,and Capt. M. Tilton, of the 
U.S. marine corps. The officers of the 
court-martial at Norfolk are inquiring 
into the grounding of the steamer Brook- 
lyn. All the passengers of the Louisi- 
an, including the ladies, conducted them- 
selves with the greatest coolness and self 
possession. The Louisiana was a favor- 
ite steamner on the bay line, 1,300 tons, 
and valued at $150,000—no insurance. 
Her cargo, which was lost, consisted of 
200 bales of cottun, a large quantity of 
tobacco, 30.tons pig irom and other 
freight. The Falcon, with the passen- 
gers of the Louisiana, retnrned to Balti 
more shortly after 2 o'clock. No state- 
ment has been fir ished the associated 
piess by any olticer uf the Fuaicon.

: memdation in Governor Smith’s proclama- 
tion, appointing the 19th inst. as a day of 
tha ving and prayer. I write to offer a 
few observations upon this remarkable 
paper. 

“‘Presbyter”’ takes the position that it is 
improper for the Governor to appoint a day 
of thanksgiving for the reasons assigned in 
his proclamation. In other words, he con- 
tends that it is improper to offer thankegiv- 
ing upon the occasion of the success of one 
political barty over another. While this 
position wuuld be well taken in times 
of profound peace, and when public 
and private affairs were in their 
normal condition, I submis, confidently, 
thatit cannot be defended under the dire 
circumstances which have so altered the 
case. But, ashe admits, “nota voice has 
been lifted uor a word written"’ on his con- 
struction; and it is hard to believe that any 
candid and intelligent miud supposes that 
the Governor appuinted a day of thanks- 
wiving from the mere fact of the late demo- 
eratie victories. ‘the proclamation, mani 
festiy, is based wpon broader and nobier 
grounds, namely, the deliverance of nearly 
oue-half of the territory of our commun 
country from the active and iusidious ene 
mies oi peace, “fraternity and good gov- 
ernment,’’ and it may be added, of relizion 
itself. The Governor, therefore, recom- 
mends the peopie to ‘gratefully acknow!l- 
edge the divine favor in the past, and invoke 
its continuance upon us and our pusterity.’’

with the proclamation add, as in the closet 
and at the family altar, so likewise “‘at their 

laces of relyious worship.’’ 80 in all 

onesty, sincerity and reason, ‘‘Presbyter’’ 
iudorses the proclamation, and only tights 
bis own windmills. Certainly the proclama- 
tion is not partisan, but of worshipful and 
patriotic character, .he proper act of the 
chief magistrate of a state in the official 
name of his people, “acknowledging grate- 
fully aud reverentiy the favor of Almighty 
God vouchsafed to our entire country in ar- 
resting evil tendencies and restoring frater- 
nity and good government,’’ as etated in the 
proclamation. 

The lesson is taught all through the Bible 

that itis proper fur the people with harps 
and songs and shouts and dances to give 
thanks to Gud fortheir deliverance from 
their enemies, whether spiritual or temporal. 
A notable example was set by Moses to the 
Israelites, when they escaped from Egyp- 
tian bondage and passed through the Red. 
sea. This example was fuilowed by David, 
Nehemlah, Judas, Maccabeus, and has been 
by aildeliverers of their people unto this 
day. thishas been done, wo, notwith- 
standing there were some ‘‘of the coutrary 
part,’’ who would not unite in the rejoicing 
of the “entire country.’’ There were car- 
pet-baggers and ecalawags in those ancient 
times as well as now, who clamored for the 
flesh potsof Egypt and put golden colors on 
thrones; but Siuai thuodered then, as now, 
‘from aclouded sky’’—and the grand vis- 
fon of the apocyaiypse proclaims that ‘the 
breast’’ sball be eternally cast out! 
We learn another lesson from the bible, 
thatit is the duty of religious, as well as ir- 
religious, people to submit themselves unto 
magistrates. This is taught in the strong 
est possible language by St. Paul and St. 
Peter, and even by our Lord Himself. 
‘*Presbyter,’’ however, advises the people 
to ‘**not comply with the recommendation "’ 
of the chief magistrate of the state to thank 
God for **urresting the evil tendencies of the 
times, and assuring a speedy restoration of 
fraternity and good government.”’ To say 
the least, this is a new thing in this part of 
the country. 

The wise rule among Presbyters hereto- 
fore has been to keep themselves aloof from 
secular affairs, and not attempt to array 
ecclesiastical bodies again t the civil au- 
thorities. This was an “evil tendency” of 
the middle ages, when popes claimed to be 
supreme in all things. But I submit that it 
is out of place in this age and in this coun- 
try; and any man, Presbyter or other per- 
son, who attempts to enforce a different 
lesson here and now, will surely find that he 
is only thereby destroyiug his powers for 
usefulness, both in secular and religious 
matiers, LAYMAN.

The Failare of the Compromise. 


he Contempt {Case Again Poste 
poned 


We have again to report that the atti- 
ude of things at the Air Line road remains 
inchanged, excepting that, as will be 
seen, bad feeling, and dissension3 are now 

spreading among the employees. As was 
stated in yeste 
of gompromise was stated, but unfortu- 
nately for the peace of the road it has 
cometo naught. The compromise contem- 
plated a general change in tne manage- 
ment of the road. he details would 
probably have been agreed upon had not 
the parties broken down at the very out- 
set, that is in the selection of aman who 
would economically and impartially ad- 
minister the affairsof the road. Some 
eight or nine gentlemen were proposed 
first by one side andthen by, the 
other. All suggested = by 
the Wellford party were objected to by 
the Hoyt side on the ground that they 
were manifestly in the interest of the 
bond-iolders, and would so conduct the 
road. Allsuggested by the Hoyt side 
were objected to by the Wellford party, 
because they were @qually strong in the 
interests of the stock-holders. Consider- 
able time was spent in negotiations of 
this kind which at last had to be broken 
off without achieving any result. As now 
nothing remained but to fight it out, the 
Garner contempt case loomed up again. 
Many representatives from both sides 
were in the superior court all day yester- 
day anxiously awaiting an yy omy ef to 
have this case taken up. After dark in 
the evening, Colonel Mynuat called the 
attention of Judge Hopktns to the case, 
and stated that although it was too late 
to do anything at that heur, he was very 
anxious to have the matter heard at the 
earliest possible case; that both sides 
claimed to be in possession of the road, 
the business confused, and what was 
worse, much bad feeling was springing 
up. ,Col. N.qJ. Hammond, Mr. Gar- 
ner’s attorney, replied that he had to 
attend Troup superior court on Monday, 
on important business, but that he was 
willing to dispose of this case, either 
upon Friday, wien the bill for the in- 
junction is heard, or earlier‘if the court 
so wished. 

Col. Bleckley suggested that if any 
trouble was apprehended at the depot, 
the court might, as a precautionary meas- 
ure, send a chaplain over there to pre- 
serve order, whereupon the court and 
bar smole a smile. 

Judge Hopkins replied that this, the 
rule against Mr. Garner, was simply a 


personal issue between tne accused 
and the court, consequently 
he had given the jury bu- 


iness the preference. It decided no is- 
sue except whether or not the defendant 
should go to jail for violating an imjunc- 
tion. If any of the rights of the parties 
to the bill were involved in this issue, he 
would try the case, if took until mid- 
night; as none were, he would set the 
case for Friday. 

Court then adjourned, and the fight had 
to be postponed.
